Meimnbers of the Chinese com- 
munity erupted in a verbal con- 
frontation with the Board of Edu- 
cation and stormed the chair of 
Superintendent Thomas Shaheen 
at the Board of 了 qucation meeting 
last Thursday，bringing the meet- 
ing to a temporary halt. 

The ten-mimute demonstration 
occurred as a force of about forty 
Chinese were leaving the meeting. 
Order was finally restored when 
the Peaceful，but very angry Chi- 
nese left. 

Tempers were sparked earlier in 
the_ meeting when the board re- 
duced the title of Milton Reiter- 
man, who had been named deputy 
Superintendent several weeks ago， 
to_ his Previous title of associate 
superintendent. However，Reiter- 
man will still receive the pay and 
have the responsibilities of a dePp- 
uty superintendent. 

During the discussion，Shaheen 
revealed that he had been asked to 
leave an executive committee 
meeting. At the meeting，which 
took place during the dinner 
break, Reiterman's status had been 
discussed. 

Shaheen condemned his exclu- 
sion from the meeting saying that 
their discussion was one of board 
policy. 

The position of superinten- 
dent,”” said Shaneen，“is that of an 
ex-officio member on all policy 
decision of the Board of Educa- 
tion,” 

At this point，Shaheen Support- 


ers and anti-Shaheen members of 
the audience joined in the discus- 
sion. The board was able to move 
on several more items before the 
the show-stopping demonstration 
by the Chinese. 

In the lull after the Reiterman 
vote,，Dr. Zuretti Goosby resigned 
as president of the board. A vote 
was taken and Dr. Sanchez, whose 
seniority outranks others on the 
board，took the gavel. Howard 
Nemerovski was elected vice Presi- 
dent. 

The_ significant number of Chi- 
nese were present to hear the Citi- 
zens Advisory Committee Present 
to the board five Plains to integrate 
the seventh，eighth，and ninth 
grades. 

The CAC urged the board to 
decide on one of the Plans by 
March 15. Principals at the In- 
volved schools need time to Pre- 
pare for the students，they said， 
and even with a March 15 decision 
by the board; the Principals won't 
know their students until late 
August. 

“IT am less impressed with meet- 
ing a deadline,， said board com- 
missioner George Chinn， “until 
there is _ a reaction from the com- 
munity bases，soO we don't make 
the same mistakes as we did with 
the Horseshoe Plan (for integra- 
tion) .”

On television we saw his plane 
land in Peking airport and in simple ceremonies the Presi- 
dent of the United States clasped the hand of Premier Chou 
En-lai of the People's Republic of China.

Then finally, the men in Peking figure that a man who 
would take time out to diagram aplay for the Miami Dol- 
phins football team couldn't be all bad even though he”s a 
reactionary. 

9%o that sets up today's Summit in Peking. Nationalist 
China, the Soviet Union and Japan have much riding on 
tie outcome and will keep a keen eye on what's happening. 
Mr. Nixon iaman on atightrope. 

We have a feeling that politically and economically the 
suminit will be but an initial probe, an opening of doors. No 
Sbpectacular pronouncement is expected, no great leap in 
trade. But cultural exchanges surely would result. Chinese- 
Americans would benefit from greater iplports of foodstuffs 
andmedicinal herbs. 

As Lao TIze once philosophized,”A 10,000 mile journey 
begins with a Single step.” That step has been taken. Perhaps 
abitmore modest than …a giant step for Mankind.”But at 
least a step in the right direction for peace.

EAST- LANSING，Mich.， 一 蕊 
should come as no SuUrprise to 
Americans that they are hated and 
feared by the Chinese, aa Michigan 
State University history Professor 
said in Washington recently. 

Testifying- before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Cormmittee at 
the invitation of its chairman， 
Sen. J， William Fulbright，Prof. 
Warren ICohen covered more 
than 100 years of interaction be- 
tween Americans and Chinese. 

“Though the Chinese may have 
less reason to hate Americans than 
to hate Japanese or a number of 
European peoples，he said“there 
is nothing peculiarly Marxist,， Do- 
thing un-Chinese about their hos- 
tility. 

“We have，by our behavior in 
and toward China for over 100 
years，by our imnmigration laws 
and by our treatment of Chinese 
in the United States, earned their 
fear and their hatred. 

Prof. Cohen pointed out that 
Americans Participated in the Pu- 
miliation of the Chinese from the 
1840s to the 1940s as they sought 
to enjoy the imperialistic Privi- 
leges other nations had taken from 
the Chinese by force. 

“Additionally，from 1945 to 
1949, the United States interfered 
in the internal affairs of China， 
supporting an Unpopular National- 
ist dictatorship，rejecting Chinese 
Commtunist overtures for help， 
and leaving the Communists no 
choice but to dance to Stalin 's 
tune,”he said. 

Cohen said one of the major 
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divisions between the two peoples 
was the turnabout in American 
aspirations for China's well-being. 

“For approximately 100- years 

-American statesmen and the 
businessmen，missionaries and 
scholars to whom they were re- 
sponsive believed that a strong， 
modern independent China would 
be an _ advantage to the United 
States， he testified. 

“And in 1950，just when the 
prospects for a strong，modern 
China seemedmostpPromising，the 
United States_ determined to op- 
pose that modernization，and 
sought to isolate China，weaken 
China，ultimately to bring about 
the collapse of order in China.” 

Cohen told the committee that 
the United States might have been 
able to _ accept the inevitable and 
find an early accommodation with 
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the Communlsts if efforts had not 
been blocked by Americans who 
retained an emotional commit- - 
ment to Chiang Kai-shek and by 
Communist harassment of Ameri- 
cans In China， 

“It was soon apparent that the 
Chinese Comimunists and Chiang 
Kai-shek's frieiids in the United 
States had entered into what biol- 
ogists might call a symbiotic rela- 
tionship，feeding off each other s 
hate，”Cohen said. 

Then came the 开 orean War，he 
pointed out，amnd the feeling of 
hatred，fear and distrust between 
the United States and China was 
soljdified. 

Cohen，a specialist in diplo- 
matic history，is the author of 
“America's Response to China”a 
book on U.S.-China relations Pub- 
lished last summer.

To _ the American public，the 
dragon dance is even more cele- 
brated than the lion dance. This 
dance is also of ancient origin. As 
early as the Sung dynasty，about 
700 years ago, a scholar wrote as 
follows: 

“Straw is tied together in the 
shape of aidragon covered with 
blue cloth and then mumerous 
candles are placed close togetherT 
on it.As one gazes upon the undu- 
lating movements from afar 让 is 
like seeing a pair of fying and 
dancing dragons.” 

From these Primitive beginnings 
the dragon dance became wide- 
spread among the Chinese. It is 
most often performed during Chi- 
nese New Year，especially during 
the Lantern Festival around the 
fifteenth day of the first moon. 

The modern “dragon”is made 
out of five to fifteen bamboo- 
framed sections tied together end 
to _ end and covered with siKk. 人 
head and tail are then added to 
form the dragon. 


Unlike the lion dance，the 
dragon dance is much more POPpU- 
lar in northern China than in the 
south. However, a well-KkKnown Ver- 
sion of the dance is performed in 
the Sunwui District in 玉 wangtung. 
There the spalomg (or gauze drag- 
on) dance is not only Performed 
during New Year but also during 
other festivals. The “dragon” is 
more than ahundred feet in length 
and consists of twenty or more 
sections. More than a hundred stal- 
warts are used in each perfor- 
mance. The long body is covered 
with translucent gauze on which 
scales_ are painted. In addition， 
little bells are tied to the belly. 
In _ recent years，colored lamps 
operated by dry cells have been 

added for greater effect. Seeing 3 
Performance of this dance at night 
is indeed a memorable experience 
with the glowing writhing Serpen- 
tine body and the musical tinkling 
of the bells，as the dancers go 
through their paces accompanied 
by drums; gongs and firecrackers，

last year of U.S. President Nixon?s 
visit to China, followed by that of 
the new Nixon economic Pojlicy 
on August 15，has had tremen- 
dous impact on the whole world. 
For Japan，in particular，which 
has consistently steered its diplo- 
macy along the track of American 
qiplomacy after the war, it was a 
tremendous shock that there had 
been no information in advance of 
Nixon s planned trip to Peking. 

China realized its entry into the 
United Nations last October and 
returmed to the stage of -world 
diplomacy in reality as well as in 
naime- TIhere is no doubt that 
China s diplomatic_ activities will 
be accelerated by Nixon's visit to 
China.、 Accordingly，Japan dis- 
Posed of the former view of “和 a 
cold-war structure of the U.S. and 
China” and stood at a _ historical 
turning-point for the nation，with 
a policy able to cope with the tri- 
Polar international structure of 
the U.S.，the Soviet Union and 
China. 

At the UN General Assembly 
last year, Japan made every effort， 
as Co-proponent with America， to 
maintain Taiwan”s seat in the 
United Nations. International po- 
jitical currents at this turning- 
Point，however，pushed aside the 
resSlstance of Japan，the U.S. an 
others, and managed China's 多 
into the U.S. As a result，it be- 
came clear that ia policy hostile to 
China，which the U.S. and Japan 


followed for the past twenty-odd 
years，is not acceptable now with 
the present world、The Japanese 


government has accepted this 


change and is beginning to desire 
to Imake some government-to- 
govermnment contact with China， 
assuming the restoration of diplo- 
matic relations between the two 
nations。 But the Peking govern- 
ment wholly rejects contacts with 
the present Sato government， 

The circumstances are comPpli- 
cated further by the fact _ that 
Japan has not even completely 
settjed the Postwar agreement 
with China 27 years after the war. 
Japan is bound by old friendly 
relations with Taiwan，but the 
idea of bringing Sino-Japanese re- 
lations into a clear focus about 
this time is being advanced day 
after day both in political circles 
and among the people, thus taking 
advantage of President Nixon?s 
trip to China. 

In these circumstances， even 
within the Liberal-Demeocratic 
Party，there is an influential，pro- 
Peking member who is uniting 
with the opposition and showing 
a bosture toward better relations 
with China，while on the other 
hand，there are not a few LDP 
members who maintain faith to- 
ward Iaiwan. The LDP，which is 
Proud of being the powerful lead- 
ing party，has split into two on 
this point. 

Sensitive as Japanese _ financial 
Circles are to _ the current of the 
times，they had been taking vari- 
ous countermeasures to approach 


China in anticipation of China7s 
entry into the UN. When the 
growth of exports to the U.S. 
came to a deadlock owing to the 
shock of dollar devaluation，Japan 
noticed the danger of having one- 
third of her trade with the U.S， 
and thought China a naturally 
great attraction as a new market 
with its population of 800 million. 

The Chinese side announced in 
1970“Four Principles concerning 
Sino-Japanese Trade” commionly 
called “Chou's Four Principles.” 
They were fundamental principles 
for Sino-Japanese trade and made 
clear that China would have no 
dealings with enterprises which 
contradict those Principles， 了 Big 
enterprises have since then an- 
nounced the accebtance of Chou's 
Four Principles one after another， 
and big trading firms which have 
not accepted the Four Principles 
as yet are expected to accept them 
SOon. Thus，at the _ present time， 
most of the big integrated trading 
firms and manufacturing compa- 
nies are preparing to make jinroads 
into the Chinese market. 

It has been said,“China has such 
a _ great population of 800 million 
that selling each Person a hat 
makes a sale of 800 million hats.” 
China is a ,huge，undeveloped 
market and has abundant re- 
SoOUrces. At present Sino-Japanese 
trade is carried on on 3a Private 
basis through“Friendship Trade2” 
and the “Memorandum Trade.” 
Japan is the biggest trade partner 
with China now, holding about 20 
per cent of China's foreign trade.

However，when we look at the 
Past results of trade with the 
Soviet Union，Eastern 了 Europe or 
China herself，it is _ clear that a 
non-Communist country's trade 
with Communist bloc countries is 
never very hopeful. We cannot 
overlook the fact that economic 
circujation is basically carried on 
within a nation. It is desirable， 
therefore, to cujtivate the Chinese 
market with a full understanding 
of these points.- 

The Chinese economy is funda- 
mentally self-sufficient (autarkic) 
and trade has only supplementary 
meaning to it. Considering China's 
sejlf-reliant line, it is hard to antici- 
pate an expansion in trade for the 
time being. JIt is disadvantageous 
for Japanese financial circles that 
relations with China are SO un- 
stable.， There is a movement in 
these circjles to pressure the gov- 
ernment to make accommoda- 
tions。、JIn Peking's view，such a 
Situation is quite favorable. 

On the other hand，there is 
mounting among Southeast Asian 
countries complicated “criticism 
mixed with wariness of Japan's 
rapid economic advance and her 
Political posturing. It must remind 
Asian people of Japan?s“Greater 
East Asia Co-prosperity Sphere?”

ists。、 He _ attributes this to the 
Present conditions on the _ main- 
land. 

“The Communists are ruling 
with an iron hand; no one has 
freedom of speech or expression 
Taiwan still respects the old tradi- 
tions of Chinese culture--children 
are still taught to obey their， 
elders. But the Communists have 
Substituted the government for 
the father of the family; they say 
You can only respect the govern- 
ment.” 

To the extent that some people 
in Chinatown do favor the Peking 
government，MNMr， Lee feels _ that 
they are ignorant of conditions 
there. 

Barry Fong Torres of the Youth 
services and Coordinating Center， 
in talking about the youths with 
whom he comes into contact， said 
that while politics never Comes up 
their conversations，thcre is a Very 
good reason for this. 

Politics is a luxury. Most ofrthe 
kids I talk with are concerned 
with getting along with their par- 
ents or their peers or about school 
problems or just “making it They 
Simply do not have the time to 
worry about such questions2This 
claim probably holds true for 
manv adults in Chinatown， 

Reverend Harry Chuck of Cam- 
eron House believes Chinatown 
Opinion is somewhat ambivalent 
toward the two Chinas. 

“Many beople in， Chinatown 
have a deepb sense of Dride in the 
fact that China is now an inde- 
pendent world power and look 
with favor upon the Communist 
government's accomplishments. 
But，at the same time，they don't 
wish to reject Chiang or see any- 
thing unfavorable happen to Tai- 
Wan， 

Rev. Chuck also feels，however， 
that the future belongs to the 
People's Republic.“Gradually 
pcople arce beginning to _ believe 
what they sec and hear about 
China.， Two developments have 
given Mao's regime a legitimacy 
andl Perseverance。 The first was 
the UN vote which signaled 
China's acceptance by the rest of 
the world. The second is Nixon?s 
trip Which indicates- a possible 
future recognition by the U.S.”

Taiwan，believes that more people 
approve of the Iaipeli than of the 
Peking government. Rev。Taam 
states that Chinatown is composed 
of approximately 60 Per cent 
foreign-bori and 40 per cent 
American-born Chinese.The mem- 
bers of the latter group usually do 
not read the Chinese language 
newspapers. China is too far away 
for them to observe，and due to 
the generation gap，they do not 
generally .talk to their Parents 
about it. He does not know what 
the attitudes of this group regard- 
ing the two Chinas are， 

However，the great majority of 
the ， foreign-born Chinese， Rev-. 
Taam feels，are hostile towards 
the 了 People's Republic because 
they have seen ,what life is like 
within the country. He claims that 
“the countries that are the closest 
to Red China dislike it the most. 
There's no freedom there. 了 very- 
one gets _ Something to _ eat and 
wear and the Communists have 
unified the country，but there?s 
no_freedom and the people suf- 
fers 

MIoreover, Rev. Taam thinks that 
age would tend to imfluencc one'?s 
views. “Meost of the elderly Chi- 
nese are On the Slide of the Nation- 
alists. Because of the Chinese 
Communist Propaganda，the fact 
that they have not been to China， 
and Comrmunist agents among 
them， young people sometimes 
suUpPort the Communists.” 

Betty Lim Guimaraes，acting di: 
rector of the English Lamnguage 
Center， who deals with recent 
immaigrants to San FranciscO，says 
that most of the people with 
whom she associates do not dis- 
cuss Such things. It may be as- 
sumed that such persons are either 
reluctant to _ talk about politics 
due to fear of deportation- -which 
is a very real threat when one has 
not obtained citizenship 一 -or are 
simply apolitical due to Preoccu- 
pation with getting enough to eat 
and .keeping a roof over one's 
head.， 

Gordon Chang，a Stanford stu- 
dent recently retumed from the 
People's Republic who writes for 
1 Wor 氏 uen (Boxers) believes that 
the great majority of people in 
Chinatown have a great pride in 
and identify with mainland China， 
but must overtly express alle- 
gliance to Taiwan because of other 
considerations。 He feels the heri- 
tage of virulent anti-Communism 
in the U.S. forces one to hesitate 
before _expressing such opinions.

In addition，the fact that many 
employers are sympathetic to the 
Nationalists intimidates their em- 
ployees into disguising their true 
feelings、Also，the large numbers 
of FBI agents in Chinatown make 
people speak with caution，Mr. 
Chang states，“Although most 
People recognize that the People's 
Republic represents the Chinese 
people and though they feel that 
it's a new era, they know it's un- 
wise to express their true feelings.” 

Almost unanimously, the people 
questioned favor Nixon's trip and 
think most of Chinatown does 
also，but for different reasons. MT. 
Woo believes that memories of 
the MIcCarthy and Korean War era 
induce most Chinese to favor the 
trip. Mr，Lee feels that most resi- 
dents of Chinatovwvnmn are anti-Com- 
munist，but think that NIixon7s 
resDonsibility as a leader is to 
foster Peace and to do this he 
should go to China. NIr. Chang 
stated that hopes for increasing 
trade or advancing more friendly 
relations cause most Chinese to 
Support the trip . 

Yet,， again almost with unanimi- 
ty，these various beople .exbressed 
pessimism over the possible de- 
velopments of the trip。For in- 
stancc，MT. Woo predicted that 
“Trade will be increased，but 1 
don't know how extensively. They 
might possibly talk of 工 aiwan, but 
probably nothing will come of it.” 
Rev. Chuck thinks that “Probably 
nothing will become of it while 
the U-S. continues to bomb North 
Vietnam. It abppears that Nixon is 
using the trip to increase his own 
popularity.”Kenrneth Lee is afraid 
that mainland China is using the 
U.S. in its conflict with the-Soviet 
Union,， and due to this will prob- 
ably not be sincere in the negotia- 
tions-. 

Certain Points 
made: 

@ Given that such widely varying 
views are expressed on how opin- 
ion in Chinatown lies regarding 
the two Chinas，it mav be con- 
cluded that an individual's re- 
Sponses can be a function of 
whether he has a _ political axe to 
grind，or the nature of his base of 
Support or clientele，or simply the 
people with whom he comes into 
contact who reinforce his own 
beliefs. 

@ The factors_ usually related to 
opinion and which tend to influ- 
ence it 一 -i.e.，age,， Social class, edu- 
cation- -are blunted in Chinatown， 
For example，persons with PhD?'s

@ Support for the People's Re- 
Public is Probably stronger thamn is 
immediately evident.

@ _ Recent immigrants，most beo- 
ple _ believe, are more anti-Commu- 
nist Or apolitical than othcrs. In 
turn， it 1s difficult to Say whether 
this bhenomenon exists duc to a 
sincere belief in anti-Communism 
or intimidation or just a concern 
with making a living. 

@ NMany People are probably not 
ifiterested in such questions.“Poli- 
tics js a luxury as- Barry Fong 
Torres said、Since Chinatown is a 
Poverty area it is very probable 
thatimany Or even most People are 
involved with keeping their jobs， 
paying their rent, and paying their

Plan 1 uses the existing junior 
high school boundaries with pres- 
ent Sixth graders going to the 
junior high school closest to the 
desegregated elementary school 
they are presently attending. 

Plan 2 uses the existing 了 orse- 
shoe Zone boundaries with ele- 
mentary Schools within each zone 
being assigned to the junior high 
school in the zone. Since all the 
Zones do not have the same num- 
ber of junior high and elementary 
schools，some of the elementary 
schools in the zone would be split 
and students assigned to junior 
high schools 也 a contiguous zone， 

Plan 10 rearranges the grade 
structure and cuiriculum in junior 
high and high schools. It would 
create at least five ninth through 
twelfth grade high school com- 
plexes， Of the remaining twelve 
junior high schools, eleven would 
be needed':for seventh and eighth 
grade schools. The extra school 
would be used: (1) for relieving 
the overcrowding at the senior 
high schools; or (2) as a staging 
Site while earthquake repairs are 
being made to another junior high 
School; or (3) as a facility housing 
all the “Alternative School”Ppro- 
grams，、 It would be used in con- 
junction with either plan 1 or 2 to 
desegregate the juniorhigh schools. 

All three Plans will apply to the 
SeVenth, eighth, and ninth grades.
